In a major organizational change, 
Town Manager Michael Caira on 
Tuesday placed the Wilmington 
Water Dept. under the umbrella of 
the town Dept. of Public Works. 

The move follows the retirement 
of Paul Duggan, who stepped down 
last week as water superintendent, 

Caira said that he intends to hire a 
superintendent of water and sewer, 
but that the department will be 
under DPW Supt. Bob Palmer, who 
is now in charge. 

Caira said that he had conducted 
his own review of the Water Dept. 
operations, and was not happy with 
the way it was being run, He 
determined that a major change was 
needed. He then asked Palmer to 
assume the responsibility. 

He said the change would allow the 
town to better manage its operations 
with limited resources and climi- 
nate duplication, 

Responding to a question about 
Palmer assuming more power, 
Caira said that it was not a power 
grab, and the move was not initiated 


by Palmer. The DPW had pre- 
viously absorbed the cemetery and 
tree operations, when Prop. 2 1/2 
took effect in 1981. Prior to the 
consolidation of those departments 
into the DPW, Palmer had been 
highway superintendent. 

"The people out there talking are 
afraid the status quo is changing,” 
said ‘a. "And it is. The ballga 
1S Over, 

He said that the feeling had existed 
in the Water Dept. that they were 
separate from town operations. 

"We ought to get 40 hours of real 
work out of the Water Dept." he 
said, "If anybody is not happy, the 
door swings both ways." 

Caira said that his first feedback 
came at 5 p.m. Tuesday, when a 
developer called and said, "Boy, 
you've got big ... ." Caira said he 
took that as a compliment, 

Caira said that financially, the 
Water Dept. would remain separate, 
and that he was not doing anything 
that would violate the taw under 
which the department operates. 


Belmore at odds with 
authority members 
over voted directive

Ella Belmore, executive director 
of the Wilmington Housing Autho- 
rity, found herself on the hot seat 
Tuesday night over a motion made 
at the January meeting and her 
alleged failure to follow through 
on a directive from her board. 

The motion had asked that 
Belmore seek an opinion, from 
Larry Curtis on the need for a 
handicapped ramp for the cast 
wing of the new elderly building at 
Deming Way. Curtis is a member 
of the local handicap commission 
and serves as a community access 
monitor, Curtis last summer con- 
ducted an access survey of the new 
units of housing at Deming Way 
and submitted a list of items which 
he felt were not in compliance with 
accessibility requirements, 

WHA member Al Meegan 
originally bought the issue up 
saying another ramp might be 
necessary in case of an emergency. 
Currently there are two ramps by 
the building, one in front and one 
in back. Those ramps, Belmore 
told her board last month, were 
enough under standards set by the 
Architectural Access Board so that 
there was no need of a third ramp. 
In a two to one vote, Belmore was 
directed to check out the issue with 
Curtis. Meegan and Dan Gillis 
voted in favor of the motion while 
Joan Sadowski voted against. 

On Tuesday, Mecgan tried to 
determine if the director had 
followed through on the board's 
directive. Belmore sidestepped the 
question saying she had to listen to 
the building's architect and would 
not be put in the middle between 
the architect and an outside

"You cannot get stuck in the mid- 
die on these questions," Belmore 
said, adding,"I don't think I can do 
it, Al." 

Gillis came to Belmore's rescue 
saying he had looked into the 
situation’ and found the building 
met legal requirements without the 
third ramp. He said, although he 
wanted to do what was right to 
meet the needs of the disabled, the 
ramp was not a priority at this 
time. Gillis added, in case of an 
emergency, other tenants could 
help those in wheelchairs over an 
eight inch step at the end of the 
ramps. 

Meegan persisted. 

"My problem is we had a motion, 
We voted a motion (and) nothing 
was carried out," Mcegan said. 

Chairman Tom Siracusa sided 
with Meegan, 

"To have the executive director 
say I'm not going to do it, that's a 
problem," Siracusa said. He told 
Belmore,"You do not work for the 
architect; you work for this 
board." 

When the chairman said there 
seemed to be a communication 
problem, Gillis maintained the 
problem was with Meegan and 
Siracusa. The chairman ruled Gillis 
out of order. 

"You're out of order the way you 
run meetings,” countered Gillis. 

During the meeting, Meegan also 
questioned the director's perfor- 
mance in another matter. He asked 
why three months had passed and 
no action was taken to purchase a 


computer for the housing authority , 


office as Belmore had been 
directed to do by the board. 
Meegan worried if a computer 
wasn't purchased soon, the state 
may ask for the money back. 
Belmore said, since the cost is 
under $10,000, the Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development requires that she look 
at three different computers before 
making a decision. There was no 
explanation forthcoming as to why 
that wasn't done.

Chief calls gambling 
allegations unfounded

Chief of Police Bobby Stewart has 
denied allegations that he had been 
gambling at local clubs. The 
allegations were published on the 
front page of the Lowell Sun, based 
on preliminary opening statements 
given by a defense attorney in the 
gambling trial of three local men. 
Stewart said that opening state- 
ments in a trial are not subject to 
objections in court,.and are untested 
statements. 
The chief said that in testimony, 
VEW Commander Elmer Parker 
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had been asked if Stewart had ever 
played the poker machine at the 
club. Parker replied that he had. 
Asked when, Parker said that it was 
when Stewart was a sergeant. 

Stewart told the Town Crier that 
he had in fact played the poker 
machine as a sergeant, but that he 
had been chicf for 13 years, 
Furthermore, he said he had no 
knowledge of any involvement of 
the use of the machine for 
gambling. 

He said that he had not been in any 
of the local-clubs-since becoming 
chief, feeling that it was not 
appropriate, although he maintained 
his membership in the VFW. He 
said that the only exception would 
be visiting a club following the 
Memorial Day parade. 

He said that he felt the allegations 
of his and selectmen using the poker 
machines were put forth by the 
attornies trying to intimidate him 
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into dropping charges. 

Stewart was never called to the 
stand during the trial. 

The gambling trial in Cambridge 
Superior Court this week has three 
Wilmington men on charges of 
conducting gambling operations. 
Police had seized poker machines 
from three local clubs in August 
1990. Gerald Vinal was the owner 
of Monte Carlo Rentals, and 
Stephen Shepardson and David 
Hanley were employees. Thi " 
charged with arranging for payoffs 
to-players of the poker machines, 
taking in an alleged $6000 to $7000 
a week from the machines. 

Testimony in the trial concluded 
on Tuesday, with closing arguments 
scheduled for Wednesday. The case 
is also expected to go to the jury 
Wednesday.

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WHA to 
return 
$134K

The requested return of $134,104 
in modernization and development 
funds by the state had several 
members of the Wilmington Hou- 
sing Authority up in arms Tuesday 
night. 

Members Al Mcegan and Dot 
Butler, and Chairman Tom Sira- 
cusa, all questioned why the funds 
were being returned when they 
could be used for work which still 
needs to be done at Deming Way. 
They pointed to such things as 
cabinets and counters in the elderly 
units, cracks in the sidewalks, loose 
doors which rattle in the wind, and 
water in the basements of some 
units, 

Executive Director Ella Belmore 
explained the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development is 
changing its previous policy of 
letting state funds stay in housing 
authority accounts, From now on, 
she said, the monies will stay in the 
Massachusetts Public Bond Fund 
where they will reportedly accrue 
more interest. 

Belmore said she was returning 

s from the following ac- 
counts: $28,833 from the moderni- 
zation of Deming Way; $8,314 
from the home for autistic 
children;$39,965 from the account 
for the new elderly building; and 

$56,991 from the account for a 

single family home. Belmore added 

she was withholding some money 

for such things as the purchase of a 

new computer, to cover adminis- 

trative costs, and for the contractor 
of the new elderly building. 
Siracusa was angered by the 
proposed action. He said it was 
“beyond comprehension" that 
Belmore was sending back funds 
and the board couldn't do anything 
about it. Belmore explained the 
funds were allocated for specific 
purposes and could not be 
transferred to other areas. 

"You can't use it for anything 
else," she said. 

Butler asked what would happen 
if there were no money remaining 
in the specific accounts, 

"What would they do?" she asked, 
causing a ripple of laughter among 
those in attendance, 

Meegan went in a different 
direction, 

"Why hasn't the money been 
utilized in two years?" he asked, 

Belmore said it could only be 
used if it was spelled out in a 
certain contract. She noted just 
because:the money is going back 
doesn't mean the board can't 
request the funds again for another 
purpose, Many on the board were 
dubious they'd ever see the money 
again, given the state's fiscal 
situation, Members had-hoped to 
use some of the funds for.a single 
family home on Houghton Road. 

Siracusa continued to pursue the 
matter, He asked more than once, 
"What went wrong?" 

Dan Gillis backed the director's 
action and responded that nothing 


had gone "wrong" and EOCD was 
only changing a previous policy. 

Siracusa said he wanted the board 
to do something to avoid a similar 
situation from happening in the 
future. 

"T still honestly, truthfully think 
we could have done something 
better," he said, pointing to prob- 
lems remaining in Deming Way. 

Gillis accused Siracusa of being 
inexperienced and not knowing 
enough about the workings of 
EOCD. Joan Sadowski suggested 
the chairman contact EOCD and 
familiarize himself with the state's 
funding policy.

14 families chosen 
for affordable units

Fourteen lucky winners in 
Saturday's 
lottery will soon have new homes, 
provided they qualify for a 
mortgage under standards set by 
the Boston Five bank. The bank is 
now checking out the income level, 
employment status, and overall 
debt of the potential homeowners. 

The lottery was sponsored by the 
Wilmington Housing Partnership to 
fill 14 affordable units in the se- 
cond construction phase of the 
Shawsheen Commons housing de- 
velopment. Planning and Conser- 
vation Director Lynn Duncan said 
Tuesday she assumes that phase two 
construction will get underway in 
the spring. 

A total of 81 names were drawn 
over the weekend. In case one of 
the 14 families chosen don't 
qualify, said Duncan, the next 
person ‘in line will have a chance at 
the unit. Of the 14 winners, eight 
were Wilmington residents. The 
decision was made to delay the 
lottery from last summer, as 


affordable housing , 


originally planned, to February so 
there was not too much of a time 
gap between the drawing and the 
moving in process. 

The controversial 220 unit 
project has suffered several delays, 
the latest due to a hitch with MEPA 
(Massachusetts Environmental 
Policy Act) over mitigation. The 
Project is now back on track with 
an advertisement last week secking 
contractors to bid on the 
installation of larger water mains 
along Shawshcen Avenue from 
Aldrich Road to Hopkins Street. 
The water and sewer department 
required that proponents replace 
the smaller pipes along the main 
road to ensure adequate water 
pressure for the development and 
surrounding arca. A half million 
dollar CDAG grant will help pay 
the cost of the work. 

Bids on the job will be opened 
March 4, said Duncan, She added 
most of the work will be completed 
by June though final paving on 
Shawsheen will not be done until 
the fall. 


Partnership to give 
out mini grants

A total of $2,000 will soon be 
made available to local educators in 
the form of mini grants through 
the Wilmington Business/School 
Partnership. 

According to William Richmond 
of Continental Cablevision, head of 
the mini grant program, grants of 
up to $500 each will be distributed 
to teachers whose applications are 
accepted by his committee, All 
applicants must submit a form 
describing their proposal to enrich 
their students’ classroom experi- 
ence by the March 6 deadline. 

The mini grant program is 
designed to encourage creativity in 
the schools, develop more effective 
methods of instruction, and reward 
imaginative education programs. 
Entries will be judged on the 
proposal's objective, innovation, 
number of students affected, direct 
benefits to pupils, relationship to 
the curriculum, clear writing, and 
a reasonable budget. Grant 
recipients will be announced in late 
March. All grants are to be 
expended by next December, added 
Richmond. 

The Mini Grant Committee is 
only one committee in the newly 
restructured partnership program. 
Liaison Al Fessenden said the 
decision was made to set up several 
committees with different responsi- 
bilities to better organize the entire 
program. To date, there are five 
committees besides the Mini Grant 
Committee. They are the Scholar- 
ship Committee, which will outline 
guidelines for student scholarship 
aid; the Career Awareness Com- 
mittee, which will develop career 
entry programs and a curriculum 


involving local businesses; the 
Workshop Committee, which will 
develop teacher workshops; the 
Fiscal Projects Committee, which 
will come up with monetary ideas 
to benefit the school system; and 
the Membership and Publicity 
Committee, which will work to 
increase membership and aware- 
ness of the program, 

Frank Sullivan of Screenprint has 
been named the partnership's first 
chairman. Sullivan will oversee all 
committees, run partnership mee- 
tings once a month, and direct the 
program for 1992. Fessenden will 
retain his title of liaison and over- 
sce both the school's and 
businesses’ ‘interest in the 
partnership program and bear 
ultimate responsibility for all 
committees.

DPW project on 


‘fast’

Improvements to the Route 125/ 
Andover Street intersection will 
continue on a fast track following 
last Thursday's 25 percent design 
hearing on the project by the state 
Department of Public Works. 
Stanley Marshall, DPW project 
manager, promised town officials, 
residents, and representatives from 
area businesses his department will 
move the project along as fast as 
possible. He said he expects to 
advertise the work this fall and have 
construction underway by the 
spring of 1993. 

According to Project Engineer Ko 
Ishikura, who works for Greer 
International Affiliates Inc, the 
consulting firm that came up with 
the design, there have been 25 
accidents at the intersection. The 
number includes one fatality and 
one case of personal injury. The 
town has supported area businesses 
seeking to make the intersection 
safer for motorists. To do that, a 
traffic signal will be installed; Rt. 
125 will be widened for a length of 
2,000 feet to provide two general 
lanes and one exclusive left turn 
lane; and Andover Street will be 
widened for a length of 250 feet in 
each direction to provide one 
exclusive right turn lane and one 
general lane. 

DPW representatives said there 
will be some land takings for right 
of way entries for minor sloping 
work. Right of Way Engineer 
Martin Condon said it would be up 
to the town to acquire the necessary 
land rights. 

The project's construction costs 
will come out to $360,000. Eighty 


track 


percent of the cost will be borne by 
the federal government and 20 
percent will come from the state. 
Local industries have already 
contributed $23,000 to the project. 

Those speaking out at the hearing 

were unanimously in support of the 
project. However,,a few residents of 
Andovet Streag feared the signal 
and left turn lane onto their street 
would make it too easy for traffic to 
use Andover Street for a cut thru to 
Route 62 and I-93, The additional 
traffic would increase the number 
of industrial vehicles already in 
their neighborhood, they said. 
* Andover Street homeowner Adele 
Passmore was one of those 
concerned about the traffic impact. 
She suggested the state consider 
installing a sign at the intersection 
limiting thru traffic onto her street 
during peak morning hours. Mar- 
shall said he would consider her 
request. 

Several businessmen spoke out on 
the dangers faced by their 
employees as they come into the 
intersection on their way to work. 

"I really feel like I'm risking life 
and limb going to work in the 
morning," said one employee. 
Dennis Kelley of OffTech agreed 
many of his workers are "petrified" 
of that intersection, 

Anyone interested in the project 
has 10 days from the hearing date to 
submit written comments and 


concerns to the’ DPW. After the 
comment period, the design will go 
through the 75 and 100 percent 
phases and an Environmental 
Notification Form will be issued for 
the project.

LWV points out 
ballot law changes 


The League of Women Voters of 
Wilmington would like to share 
some information to help. voters be 
aware of changes in Massachusetts’ 
election law as a result of Question 4 
on the 1990 ballot. These changes 
affect party enrollment and political 
designation for voters and make it 
easier for groups to become official 
political parties. 

When registering, a voter can now 
choose one of the three official 
parties (Democratic, Republican or 
Independent Voters) or remain 
unenrolled ("None" - a status that 
many used to call "independent," 
but is now casy to confuse with the 
new Independent Voters Party.) 
Another choice is to write in the 

.name of-a political designation 
approved by the Secretary of State 
in a blank marked "political 
designation." 

If you enroll in one of the three 
political parties, then during a 
primary election you may only vote 
in that party's primary. Belonging 
to a party does not affect your right 
to vote in the general election when 
all voters receive the same ballot 
and vote for the candidate of their 
choice regardless of party. 

Unenrolled voters-may vote in 
party primary elections by choosing 
a party ballot at the polls. That act 
automatically enrolls the voter in 


that party. But reverting to 
"Unenrolled" is still as. easy as 
filling out.a,card and returning it to 
your local efection officials at the 
primary or later by mail or in 
person. 

In order to be able to vote in the 
March 1992 primary you must be 
registered by February 11, 199: 

If one percent of registered voters 
enroll in a political designation, it 
becomes an official political party. 
Presently there are six political 
designations (New Alliance party, 
Libertarian, Prohibition Party, 
Socialist, Interdependent 3rd Party, 
and Green Party USA). If you 
enroll in one, you may not vote in 
state or presidential primaries of 
any of the three official parties. 
However, you could be helping a 
group of voters with your beliefs 
become recognized, 

And even after oP have made a 
choice, you may change your 
enrollment status by notifying your 
local election officials in writing at 
least 28 days before a state or 
presidential primary.

Reading ponders future of 
municipal light department 


To sell or not to sell the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
(RMLD) was a question which was 
debated at some length on January 
29 by RMLD officials and members 
of the Reading Finance Committce. 

The comment of the Reading 
edition of the Daily Times 
Chronicle was: "It's cash-rich, we 
own it, but...” 

The bottom line of the lengthy 
debate, reporter Maria Silvaggi 
wrote was: "a cash strapped Reading 
town government expects a better 
return on its investment considering 
the "substantial risk" it shoulders as 
the owner of the utility.” 

Members of the Reading Finance 
Committee, the lady reports grilled 
RMLD Manager Len Rucker and 
Commissioners Philip Pacino, Allan 
Ames, James O'Leary, Bill Hughes 
and David Swyter. 

The RMLD is a unique municipal 
public utility because it services 
other municipalities in 
Massachusetts. It "is the only one in 
the country" RMLD Manage Len 
Rucker told the Finance Committee. 

At the tum of the century Reading 
welcomed Wilmington, North 
Reading, and later, part of 
Lynnfield into its service area. 

The other communities "Rucker 
told the Fincom "have outstripped 
us so that we now use less than 20 
percent of the power RMLD sells, 
while Wilmington uses mor: than 
60 percent.” 

And that reality, reinforced by 
litigation by the other communities 
has put the town of Reading into an 
"unusual position." Reading is 
responsible for all the problems but 
is regulated as to the advantages it 
enjoys 

But the Town of Reading does 
have the legal authority to sell the 
RMLD, although it is likely that 
there would be litigation to test that 
right. 

The problem for Reading is that 
the other communities do not have

And the RMLD rates, according to 
Rucker are among the state's lowest 
"because we have long and short 
term power contracts...and we have 
less volatility in fuel charges which 
means less volatility in rates." 

"As for quality: The RMLD 
service is 99.9942 percent reliable. 
ARMLD customer can expect to be 
without electricity only 45 minutes 
per year." 

Given those achievements would 
the DPU consider the sale of RMLD 
to be of best interest of the 
ratepayers? was a question which 
appeared in the Chronicle. 

That the DPU might be negative is 
not surprising. Selling a utility is 
difficult because "governmental 
regulating authorities don't want 
utility disruption through sales," 

If the RMLD were to be put up for 
sale, the power for which RMLD 
holds long term (20 year) contracts 
might prove a liability. A potential 
buyer might not want them, which 
would leave Reading taxpayers with 
the obligation’ to pay for them. 
There are contracts to the tune of 
$858,841,785 over 30 years 
(primarily commitments with Stony 
Brook Peaker, Stony Brook 
Intermediate, Seabrook, Hydro 
Quebec, Millstone and Pilgrim), 

Rucker conceded that "Despite the 
negatives the system is attractive," 
Fincom members were more

Specifically Fincom Chairman 
Bill Burditt questioned why the 
town of Reading doesn't "receive 
more per year for taxes on RMLD 
property located here (in Reading, 
Ed.)?" 

Two Reading Fincom members, 
Vice Chairman Fred VanMagness 
and member Gerry MacDonald 
challenged the elected RMLD board 
members to increase their 
distribution from the RMLD funds 
from the $1.25 million they have 
provided "since 1986." 

RMLD Manager Len Rucker 
explained that some of the money 
should be retained to invest in the 
capital plant "in order to maintain 
high quality services." 

Light Board members warned that 
depleting the capital account could 
impair the system. 

Fincom members did not buy that 
argument. "Owners of the utility 
are suffering,” they said, 

Fincom Vice Chairman 
VanMagness told the RMLD 
Commissioners: "You're well 
funded, You're cash rich." 

“Your rates are going up, but the 
return to us that you show in 
projections is flat. Your own data 
attests to the case that we're trying 
to make. We want a more 
reasonable return." 

The discussion continued. The 
final statement seems to have been 
by RMLD member Allen Ames, 
who told the Fincom that it might be 
feasible to remold the RMLD into a 
regional utility, thus releasing the 
town (of Reading, Ed.) from “the 
substantial risk" of the enterprise.

We've got a problem. Or at least, 
we will in about a year. 

There is an epidemic of the rabies 
virus heading this way.

The current rabies epizootic was 
found in West Virginia's raccoons a 
while back, and it's spreading at the 
rate of 25 to 60 miles per year, a 
recent story in Massachusetts Wild- 
life reports. (If you don't get this 
excellent mag ne, do it now, The 
price is right, the topics are very 
intelligent and strictly local, and it's 
published by the Mass. Division of 
Fisheries & Witdlife. Good stuff!) 

The article, by MW editor Peter 
Mirick, is a frightening and very 
interesting story about rabies. 

Rabies, Peter writes, is one of the 
nost amazing viruses known. For a 


simple twist of protein, without any 
brain, it does unbelievable things. 
There are four varicties of rabies, 
he writes, centered in skunks, bats, 
raccoons and foxes, but virtually 
any mammal can be infected. 

Once rabies infects an animal, the 
story states, the virus spreads along 
the neryous system until it reaches 
the brain. There it attacks those 
parts of the brain covering the bite 
reflex. After the brain is infected, 
the virus then jumps to the salivary 
glands, where it begins reprod- 
ucing itself at an accelerated rate. 

The effect, incredibly, is to turn 
the victim into a walking syringe. 
The snap-and-drool stage lasts only 
about ten days at most, then death is 
virtually guaranteed. 

But the rabies virus works best on 
its main target animals: fox, skunk, 
raccoon and bat -- note that all have 
pointed teeth. If the disease doesn't 

"like" its victim, it merely causes 
paralysis and quick death, called 

"dumb" rabies, instead of the bite- 
and-slobber. Am 

scase, Pete writes, has been 
¢ at least the times of the 
ancient Greeks, possibly longer. 

Also, not all animals in a targeted 
speeies will develop the disease. It 
seems that rabies doesn't develop in 
a certain percentage of the animals 
exposed, as if sparing them for the 
future. And rabics shows up only in 
animals with overpopulations.

There have been only two known 
survivors of full-blown rabies, and 
that's scary. Rabies can be treated 
in the early stages with antibiotics, 
but once the bug progresses ... 

Rabies shots, contrary to the old 
legend, involve four needles, all of 
them in the arm. Pete's story notes 
the old rumor of 10 blunt needles in 
the belly, but those are campfire 
tales, meant to scare children. Easy 
needles, 

Much easier, however, is to avoid 
the disease in the first place. 

DON'T play with wild animals. A 
tule that makes sense at all times, 
but particularly with rabies on the 
prowl. Animals that seem “tame” 
may be hallucinating. Careful! The 
frothing mouth doesn't necessarily 
appear on all rabies cases, so even a 
normal-looking critter might be a 
walking infection factory. Peter's 
story notes that rabies was found in 
a deer, of all critters, so nothing is 
safe. Can you imagine a squirrel on 
the attack? Yikes. 

DON'T pick up dead animals with 
bare hands. An infected tooth or 
claw can deliver a dose of rabies by

Cover your trash, and don't leave 
edibles around outside. Chances of 
a rabies incident rise, obviously, if 
raccoons frequent your yard. 

DON'T freak out if bitten, Wash 
the wound carefully with hot soapy 
water, while using your other hand 
to call your doctor. Try to capture 
the critter, if you can do it safely. It 
will be tested for rabies before you 
get the unpleasant shots. 

DON'T worry. Rabies has been a 
hazard for centuries, and humanity

ear is a very geod thing 
F when people use it as a cau- 
tion against engaging in 

dangerous acts, but it can be 
debilitating to some people-that 
have seen it take over thcir lives, 

These people suffer from 
Agoraphobia or Panic Disorder. 

Dr. Carolyn Keefe, a licensed 
social worker and doctor of 
Education and Psychology notes 
that the name Agoraphobia is a 
kind of misnomer. It comes from 
the Greek meaning fear of open 
places, it has developed into the 
fear of fear itself 

She notes that having a panic 
attack is fairly common in the 
gencral population. “The person 
who develops the disorder gets 
very frightened by it.” 


Dr. Keefe added, “That person 
becomes very vigilant and antici- 
pates a second attac! 

According to , the antici- 
pation eventually becomes a self- 
fulfilling prophesy as the added 
stress could bring on another 
attack, 

Keefe is a person who knows 
quite a bit about the subject. For 
the past five years she has headed 
the Behavioral Medicine Program 
at New England Memorial 
Hospital in Stoneham and has 
been studying behavioral prob- 
lems since her introduction to it at 
Massachusetts General Hospital's 
Psychosomatic and Hypnosis 
Unit. She did her pre- and post- 
doctoral training in the unit, 

A native of New York state, 
Keefe is a graduate of the 
University of Massachusetts, 

and received her Masters

and Doctorate from Boston 
University. 

She speaks well of the Mass. 
General unit describing it as one 
of the first places in this area to 
publicize the disease. This public- 
ity took place about 10 years ago, 
when Dr. David Sheehan’s book 
“The Anxiety Disease” was first 
published. 

“This was the first book that 
alerted people that this was a real 
thing Urey had. Not j omething 
in their head,” Keefe 

She started her c 
social worker with children, “I 
became interested in behavioral 
therapy when I went for my 
Doctorate. I was expose to the 
research on anxiety and became 
excited.” 

According to Keefe, the 
research was showing that some 
of the long-term programs were 
not very successful. However, not 
only was the M. General pro- 
gram more effective it was also 
shorter in time commitment. 

It was this training that Keefe 
brought to New England 
Memorial Hospital where the pro- 
gram focuses on adults. 


The program became so suc- 
cessful that the Hospital has 
added three more members to the 
department in the last three years, 
They are Dr. Laurie Livingston 
Ed.D., Dr. Robert Miller Ph.D., 
and Dr. Susan Jacobs Ph.D, 

According to Keefe, the disor- 
der starts with people in the 20's. 
However, many are not seen for 
the proper treatment until they are 
30-years-old,

Proper treatment. 

“We seem to be getting a lot 
more referrals of elderly people,” 
Keefe said. 

She also noted that the ratio is 
two to one favoring female clients 
over males, 

Keefe said the reason for that 
statistic is not known. 

Another statistic that Keefe 
uses, reveals that only about 25 
percent of the people with Panic 
Disorders get the proper treat- 
ment. 


“A lot of people we sce go to 
emergency rooms before we get to 
see them,” Keefe explained. 

She noted that due to. the physi- 
cal symptoms that sometimes 
accompany the disorder, people 
will go from doctor to doctor and 
emergency room to emergency 
room before a properly trained 
physician or other medical person 
recognizes the true reason for the 
symptoms,

Puncture 
plastic wrap before heating foods 
in the microwave.

*Develop a home fire escape 
plan, and have your entire family 
practice getting out of the house 
through various exits. 


Most 
home fires occur at night when 
people are slecping, and it is vital 
to have at least one smoke detec- 
tor near the bedroom area to wake 
you in case of fire, Change. the 
batteries at Icast once a year. 

*More than 1,000 children 
were burned last year due to hot 
foods and liquids heated in a 
microwave oven, Hot steam 
escaping from a container can 
cause a scald bum, so be careful 
when removing coverings or lids 
from microwaved food. Puncture 
plastic wrap before heating foods 
in the microwave.
